Bonds which slumped recently have been rising again in 


response to the promise-of favorable-tax legislation at Wash- 
ington. This includes government bonds as well as industrial 
bunds. Evidently the prospect of substantial tax reduction is 
not causing investors to fear any difficulty on the part of the 
government In meeting its obligations. Just as evidently it is 
giving them more faith in private business and expectation of 
a good business year. Stocks tell the same story. 


The foreign situation is improving too. All Europe seems 


more cheerful as it awaits the report of the Dawes committee 
on German finance and reparation. 
There is a widespread 


hope that a genuine solution may be found, and the long dead- 
lock between France and Germany will be broken, that Ger- 
many will soon start working and paying her war debt to the 
allies and that there will be a general stimulation of European 
industry and commerce. The expectation of such good fort- 
une will help to make it a reality. There is no greater factor 
in economic and political affairs than a_public state' of mind. 


. In any such rehabilitation of Europe, America naturally 
stands to gain and the American business outlook brightens 
accordingly.

Such1'agitation fol- 
lowed other disastrous explosions throughout the United 
States during the war period and awoke people to the hazard 
of plants manufacturing explosives being situated too close 
to communities. 


The regulation to certain unpeopled zones is in thexbest in- 


terests of the public.^_lt has frequently been "demonstrated 
that in the manufacture of explosives, no matter how careful 
the handling, there is a minimum of risk. Located in close 
proximity to towns and cities, such places create constant haz- 
ards. 


Power manufacture no doubt is an essential industry. But irepair work on her boi!ers_ 


care should be shown in selecting such locations that damage ' 
from explosions will be restricted to the particular area in 
which the explosion takes place. The lives of persons living in 
nearby towns should not be jeopardized.
